lL. The airfield was west of Hineralnye Vody (43°7'°R/ 
44013'N), Stavropol Oblast, about 250 meters south 
of a double=-track railroad line and just south of 
a concrete Semeter road running from the town, 

A hill, about 600 meters highy was about 1,000 
meters southwest of the field, The landing field 
was about 2 km in Be direction and about 1,060 
meters in N-S direction, It had a firm grass 
cover serviceable in all weather, There were no 
concrete runways or taxiways. Red boundary lishts 
were avaliable, 


2, A workshop, about 30 x 60 meters, with seni- 

_ ¢lireular corrugated sheet metal roof, a locke 
smith's workshop and a woodworking shor were 
at the field, Civilians worked on engine and 
timber parts. PWs had aecess to the building, 
Soldiers, called pilot students, worked at 
tro repair hangars, each about 40 x 60 meters, 
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These were off lirits to PWs, 4 lecal head~. 
quarters building, abovt 10 x 30 meters, had 

a small annex, The troestory bullding was ene 
Larged in 1945 by two more floors housing PX 
and an administrstion room, about 12 pilot 
students were inst:ueted every day at a weather 
station which had a windeone. «= ecantonment 
ouilding, about 10 x 20 meters, with a large 
annex, served as winter -uarters for passengers, 
The two-story “commanders' houses" were each 
about 3 x 20 meters, Then was a twoestory DF 
station, about 15 meters square, to which a 
telephone cable from the local headquarters 
building was laid in 1947, It was oceuried by 
one officer, two senicr sergeants, and three 
junior sergeants. 4 fnel durp, magazines, 
garages, Large quartering tents ete. were also 
at the field. 


The field was oceuried : 


a, Twelve to fifteen twin-engine transports 
with padial engines, single rudder assembly 
landing vear retracting rearward, retractable 
tail wheel, thirty-two seats, eight in die 
rection of flisht (the observation was made 
while unlouding camoufjage nets and roofing 
paper). 

b Six single-engine fighters with radial engine, 
roar section of coc! pit extending as far as 
about tralling edge of wings, retractable 
landing gear, Individual flivhts were occa= 
sionally made but pilot students witn a metal 
stripe on their epanlets were mostly given 

heoretieal instruction on the nlones,- 

e. Three single-engine aircraft with ineline 
engine, They were never flown, only used for 
instruction purposes, .

Besides the ground personnel up to 150 pilot 
students were temporarily stationed at the field, 
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6, The airfield west of < eseuaaa Vody had some
